Visitations of the Bishops and Ministrations 
of the Clergy of the Diocese of Virginia in 
Pocahontas County Before the Tormation of 
the Diocese of West Virginia* 

We have no record to prove that either Bishop Moore, 

Bishop Meade ,or Bishop Johns ever visited Pocahontas County. 

However Bishop Moade roported to the Diocesan Council(May 11,1661) 
that he had visited all the churches in Western Virginia. On July 
25*1861 Bishop Johns reported '•Accompanied by the Rev.R.H.Mason 
I entered on a visitation and missionary tour In the counties of 
Bath,Groenbrior, and Monroe*' 1 The Rev.Mr. ll asOn was the minister in 
chorgo of the churches in Bath county and the entrance into Western 
Virginia from Bath county was along the Warm Springs- Huntersville 
Flke ,from Huntoravllle to “arlinton and thence to Lewlsburg, Greenbrier 
County (along the Lcwlsburg -Marlinton Pike.) It would appear therefore 
tnat In 1061 Mr.**aaon and the Bishop stopped in Grlscol and in 






Huntoravilie,held services there,and then wont on down, to 

Oroenbriur County» It Is a recorded fact,however, tnat the Rav. 

n/llm rt ason reported to the Council of tho Dlecose of Virginia that • 

prior to i860 he had made several visits to Pocahontas Count;*. 

Ho al30 reported "Pocaixx;fcas Is a vory Interesting field.’* Blr.hop u1

Whittle reported that on Soptembor 12*lG&9tafter preaching In 
Warm Springs he had visited Pocahontas County with tho Rev* Mr .Wither ^ 
and the Rev.Mr.I-iason to keep an appointment in Huntersville 
scheduled Tor the thirteenth. On arrival ho found tho appointment 
changod to a place fifteen mile3 distant (Duiunore) and that there 
wif'no candidates for co.nf lrmation.Thareforo he remained In Huntersville 
with Mr.Withers visiting among the people and that the Rev.Kr.Mason 
wont on and preachod( at tho changod appointment.) Tills is the first 
recorded visit of an Episcopal Dishop to Pocahontas County. The visit 
was productive. 

In 1870 the Rev .Mr .Mason was able to report that he had been 
holding services in 1879 with regularity in Pocahontas County 
" with some encouragement not only from tho few members of t ho Church 
so warm in their attachment,but from others also." On August 17,1871 
Bishop Whittle again came to Pocahontas County reported that he had 
preached in tho Fresbyterian Church at the C.H.(Court House in 
Huntersville) and confirmed ono person and then rode 3ome 4^ niles f 

to Lewlsburg where ho preached the following night. To the Council 
of 1873 the Rev.Kr.Mason reported that in 1872 "I have been officiating 
In Huntersville,and on Knapp’s Creek(Driscol) once In four weeks, with 
much to encourage mo.Communicants 8.Three candidates for confirmation • 

The next yoar,1873,Bishop Whittle again visited the church-people 
in Pocahontas County and reported to tho Council of l374» 1j uly 
Pronbytorlnn Church,Pocahontas C.II. Confirmed two." -he R«v.».r.hason 
delegate representing Madison Parish, Pocahontas county. Q®1« p 
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reported nine conrminicants and stated that they were scattered 
widely ovor the county which made carrying on a Sunday School 
dirricult but that family and pastoral instruction of the young 
wero diligently attended to. He also informed the Council that in 
Pocahontas County there were five persons awaiting confirmation 
at the next annual visit of tho Bishop. For some reason the Bishop 
did not make hl3 annual visit that year and four of tho fivo 
went to Warm Springs and wero corfirnod by 3ishop '.i/hittie in that 
church* In 1874 an act of the Council of tho Diocese of Virginia 
crovmod tho work of the Rev.Kr.Kason by declaring the area of 
Pocahontas County to be a adiscn Farish In union with tho Council 
of the Diocese of Virginia* Tho Rov*R*K*Mason ha3 ministored in 
Pocahontas County over and above his obligations to hi 3 own parish 
in ^ath County* Under him the work in Pocahontas had so progressed 
that Bishop Whittle placed the Rov.Smile J.Hall (in 1877) in 
Madison Parish as its full time nini3tor* Soon more or lens regular 
appointments were kept for preaching and other ministrations in 
Drlscol,Huntersville,Dunraore,Greenbank.Marlin’s Bottom(Marlinton) 
Hillsboro,Edrai,and Clover Lick. 

The Diocese of West Virginia Created . 

As far back a3 1051 the clorgy of Western Virginia felt tho 
need of a diocese of Western Virginia with its own bishop. To this 
bishops Meade and John's objected.Finally,when Bishop Whittle became 
tho Bishop of Virginia he gave his consent and at a special conference 
of clergy and laity assembled in Trinity Church, Staunton,May 16,1^77 
the petition of tho parishes of Western Virginia wa3 granted and nf-er 
approval of Goneral Convention the diocese of Virginiavns divided and 
a now diocose of Wost Virginia was organized. At the Kay 16,1377

Ho nursoa tho siclc.nnd since ho had been li~onsed 
n Lay Hoador by fcho Bishop nt tho request of 'roneral For. die tor., for 
thoso who diod ho road tho Prayor 3ook Office for tho Burial of the 
Dond. In his History of tho Die coco tho Bishop 3 ays nothing about his 
care for tho sick but does conrnent," I attended tho funerals of tho 
non of our Brigade,and gave thorn tho last ritos of the Church.” After 
the War f a t his own expense, the Dishop orectod a monument at Mln^o 
to tho memory of thoso who died during that encampment. The Rev. 

Dr .VI 11 lam T.Price,in his diary,a. r TO GRAFTON* relates that on his 
return from the Battle of Fhilippi (Juno 1361) that ho passed through 
Marlin's Bottom (Marl inton) on his way back to his Highland County 
Presbyterian churches. Dr.Frice was a volunteer chaplain in Capt. 
Felix Hull’s Cpmpany. Ike Rov.Dr.Price and Bishop Peterkin in later 
life became warm frierds,and in Karlinton and Huntersville Dr.Frlce's 
Fresbyterian Chu rches were always open to the use of Bishop Peterkin. 
One wendors if tho two men could have met at Valley Head during tho 
Confederate encampment there. 

At any rate when Dr.Prlce was pastor of the Huntersville 
and Marlin's Bottom(narlinton) Presbyterian Chu.-ches the Episcopalians 
held services Si both churches ,Bishop Peterkin preached in both,and 
on his visits frequently visited the Rev.Dr.Win.T.Frice. This in¬ 
formation I received from his son,my father-in-law,the late Andrew 
Price ,who also told me that when the Rev.Guy H.Crook hold Episcopal 
services in tho ‘^arlinton Presbyterian Church he played the organ for

To him and to the sessions of his two 

churchos the Episcopalians owe a debt of gratitude lor the Christian 

courtesy shown them by allowing them to share the churches in the 

days when they were without their own places of worship.

Bishop Peterkin 'sVisits to Madison Parish 


Reference has been made to tho 3 i 3 hop's first visit in IS 78 . 

The following year, 1379,he made his second visit to the church- 
menbor3 in Pocahontas County. Here is a summary of his report of 
that vi3it which he made to tho Council of the Diocese in i860. 

On Tu 03 day»August 17,1879 he preached in tho Presbytorian Church 

at Mingo,on Wednesday,August l9th he went to Clover Lick and preached 

In Dr.Ligon's house on Thursday,on that -.game day,August 19th he 

baptized a ch^ld there, a nd then he went on to Greenbank and preached 

In tho Methodist Church. Of that visit he continues" The few 

comunicants we have lr.

On his 1805 visit Bishop Peterkin t o ok with him the Rev. 

Mr. Hbson4(the ^ov.Robert A.Gibson had been in the Seminary with 
tho bishop,had been one time assistant to Bishop Peterkin's father 
at St.Jaraos's Church,Richmond,and has beon Induced by the 3ishop to 
accept a call to Trinity Church, p arkersburg•) The Rev.Mr. Gibson 
later became Bishop of Virginia. They came to Colver Lick on May 
31at and hold services in a grove. Mr.Gibson preached and Bishop 
roterkin confirmed two individuals.

The 3ishop reported to the Council of 1887 that Mr.^acy 
was in charge of the rarish and that he,the Bishop, had preached 
ir. the now church at Clover Lick on Sundry ,Nov.llj.,l886* The church 
t.haro had been built after tho Bishop's May 1885 visit and before 
hi* visit of !iov,llj.,l836. It was erected during the ministry of the 
P.«v.T.H.“ac7,D.D* but t ho Bishop wrote in his report that the 
church at Clovor Lick was tho direct outcome of the "zealous 
Lr.toroat of Mra.

During Biahop Peterkin's annual vlolt to tho parish In 1892 
ho consocrntod Immanuel Church ,Clovor Lick, on August 21st* H e 
ao doaignatos it ln hls ^eP ort to Council but puts Grace in 
braekot 3 . It would appear from thi3 remark of the Bishop that 
Imraanuol was tho name first given to the church at its consecration 
but that it was later called Grace . After some years the church 
was moved to a new site nearer to the depot. In his address 
to the Council of 1910 he stated that on Sunday , August 8,1909 i 

ho had consecrated Grace Church,Clover Lick.He says,"This is the 
old church which was located at a point a mile or so distant,and 1 

consecrated August 21 ,1092. Owing to tho changed population 
it was deemed best to move it nearer the depot,and so great were the i 

difficulties invdlved in taking it to pieces,that it may bo con- § 

sidored practically a new building*” He Continued," Preached in f 

St.John's Church/Vrlinton.Ihis is a new building,rendered necessary i 

by the change of the church from Huntersville.(Had a church been ; 

built on the Huntersville lot?) The rector and congregation deserve j 

great credit for their energy displayed in the work; and thanks are , 

due to the Hon.John T.McGraw for his liberality in giving a desireable 
lot. On V.onday, August 9th,Bishor> Petorkln went to Huntersville 
and preached ln the Presbyterian Church.He said,"notwithstanding tho 
removals,we still have a few faithful members in that neighborhood*

So far thla historical account of the work of the Episcopal Chui*ch 
In Foothonta* County has been v/rltton largely in terms of the visits 
and activities of tho bishops of Virginia and West Virginia. It should 
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be romemborod that raithful ministers usually travailed with tho 
bishops on Ihotr visitations and they thoy carrlod on the work 
with regularity until the next annual episcopal visitation* A list 
of these mon will be given shortly* 3v such men during the 
opiacopate of Bichop Poterkin services were conducted in such places 

as Drisool(Minnehaha Springs) Huntersville ,Karlinton,Hillsboro, 
Sdray,Clover L.lck,Creenbank,Dunnore,and at Campboltovm* Bishops 
urav a fct, Strider, and Campbell have continued the visitations begun 
by Bishop Whittle and Peterkin.

Tho county seat was removed to M aI \Li. n ton from 
Huntersville and tho latter locality entered a decline* Tho Rev.
